U should be ex- 
plained iliftt my frlficls built theirs ac- 
oordlng to the OJItmuy custom ; that Is, 
in the so -en i led "lodge fashion." by 
placing tlie sticks upright, leaning them 
together, and crossing them over one 
another In the manner of lodge poles. 
"When the flw ivas lighted, the wlnd- 
BhleMs formed n perfect draft to carry 
the smoke up through the permanently 
open flue in the apex of the structure. 
and one soon realized flint of all tents 
or dwellings, no healthier aliofle was 
ever contrived by man. Indeed, If the- 
stupid, meddlesome' agents of civiliza- 
tion had nccn wise enougr- to have left 
the Indians In their tcpcea, Instead of 
forcing them to live In houses — the 
ventilation *' which was never under- 
itood — they would have been spared at 
least one of civilization's diseases — 
tuberculosis — end many more tribes- 
men TV on Id have been alive today.
